"This analysis has been formulated by commodity 
men of the General Crops Section in order to make the 
Act intelligible for working Ou yes ses. It will be 
supplemented shortly by a legal analysis, together with 
opinions on major voints ctr therein, prepared DY 
the Office of the Solicitor." 


Tie Gar Liy Prices. 


The base period for the calculation of parity prices is the five- 
year period, August 1909-July 1914, as. in the original 1/ Act, except 
that, if statistics of the Department of Agriculture are not available 
to show prices in such period, the base period may be (1) the post-war 
period, August 1919-dJuly 1929, or (2) all that part of such post-war 
period for which such statistics are available. Specific authority is 
given to consider "current interest payments on farm indebtedness se- 
cured by real estate and tax payments per acre on farm real estate" as 
compared with such payments during the base veriod, in calculating parity 
prices. 


No action can be taken, through marketing agreements or "orders", 
which "has for its purpose the maintenance of prices to farmers above 
the level" of parity as defined by the Act. 


The consumer limitation on parity prices, as set out in Section 2 
(3) of the original Act, is repealed and a "cradual correction of the 
current level of prices" (as the Secretary deems in the public interest) 


is substituted therefor as a protection for the consumer. 


II. Commodities for Which Marketing Azreements are Authorized. 


Marketing agreements, not supported by "orders", are authorized 
for "any agricultural commodity or product thereof", but only as to such 
handling of the commodity or product as is "in the current of interstate 
or foreign commerce" or as "directly burdens, obstructs, or affects such 
commerce'. However, it is believed that this provision for marketing 
agreements for "any agricultural commodity or product thereof" cannot be 
used effectively unless close to a 100% Sign-up of the industry is se- 

cured, because the non-signers cannot be required to comply with the

III. Parties to Marketing Agreements. 


The Act, aS-amended;: gives to the Secretary power to enter into 
marketing agreements-with any one or all of the following classes Of: Ber= 
sons: "Processors, producers, associations of producers, and others en- 
gaged in the handling of any agricultural commodity or product thereof..." 


IV. Persons Suvject to "Orders". 2/ 


"Processors, associations of producers, and others engaged in the 
handling of any agricultural commodity or product thereof", specified in 
subdivision V of this analysis, may be made subject to "orders", but only 
as to that portion of the handling of such commodity or product as is in” 
the current of, or directly burdens, obstructs, or affects, interstate or 
foreign commerce. 


A producer "in his capacity as a producer" is not subject to con- 
trol by "orders"; neither is a retailer "in his capacity as a retailer" 
(excepting a retailer of milk and its products). If, however, a producer 
engages in "handling" outside of the spnere of production, or if a retail-~ 
er engages in "handling" outside of the usual functions of retailing, 
such producer or retailer would be subject to Ntorders" as to such handling.

The only commodities now covered by marketing agreements which are 
not made subject to "orders" by the amended Act ares (1) California cling 
peaches for canning, (2) package bees and queens, and (3) California 
gravenstein apples, 


The question may arise as to what commodities are included in the 
terms "fruits" and "vegetables". For example, almonds might be classified 
as a "fruit", but the lenguage of the amended Act obviously is intended to 
include as "fruits" no mts except pecans and walnuts. The terms, "fruits" 
and "vegetables", will probably be interpreted in their commonly accepted 
sensé or in accordance with common usage. Webster's New International Dic- 
tionary (published 1928) defines a vegetable ass "A plants; in common us- 
age, a plant cultivated for food, as the cabbage, turnip, potato, bean, 
etc.; also, the edible part or parts of such plants, as prepared for mar- 
ket or table", However, in case of doubts as to whether a particular com 
modity, for which a marketing agreement is desired, is a "fruit" or a 
"vegetable", the question may be submitted to the Division of Marketing 
and Marketing Agreements for decision, 


VI. Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 


Due to a recent decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
which the Federal Courts of original jurisdiction in the various districts 
will follow, and in view of the limiting language of the amended Act, 
greater attention than heretofore given should be devoted by the commodity 
specialist to develop information before and at the public hearing to show 
that the handling of at least a substantial portion of the commodity to be 
cOvercd by the program is actually in the current of interstate or foreign 
commerce or directly burdens, obstructs, or affects such commerce, It 
will be advisable to work closely with the counsel assigned to the agree. 
ment to ascertain whether the facts developed show, in the light of court 
decisions, whether the "handling!" sought to be controlled by "orders" does 
directly burden, etc., the interstate or foreign commerce in the commodity, 
when all of the commodity does not actually move "in the current of" such 
commerce.
